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BORDEN TOURISTS 
AT WETASKIWIN 


Borden Spoke But Briefly——McCarthy 


Insults Dr. McIntyre—Bergeron 
Talks Some More.

Wetaskiwin, Oct. 8&—The Borden 
meeting in Wetaskiwin last night was 
well attended by friends of both poli- 
tical parties. Angus Halil was dsr 
ated with flags and mottoes emphasiz- 
ing the principle of public ownership 
in a manner that smacked of the pop- 
ular policy of the Liberal Government 
of the Province of Alberta, 

Mr. Borden*™spent the afternoon in 
the city, having come up from Red 


Deer with his party, in the private 
car “Winchester notwithstanding 
Mr, Bergeron’s caustic diatribes the 


night beiore on the platform at Red 
Deer with respect to public men rid- 
ing in private cars. His reception at 
the station was quiet. He was met by 


a few of the representative Conser- 
vatives, and escorted to the Driard 
Hotel. The brass band was at the 


station, but seemed to have no defin- 
ite role in the programme, Later Mr. 
Borden went for an automobile spin in 
the country, returning about 5 o'clock 
to the organization meeting of the 
Conservative association of the riding 
of Strathcona, where he was introduc 
ed to several gentlemen of the party, 

The evening meeting was well at- 
tended by the citizens of Wetaskiwin, 
Leduc and the towns on the Wetaski- 
win branch of the C. P, R. Both par- 
ties were well represented in the 
audience whieh numbered over 700, 

Was Well Received, 

When Mr. Borden entered the hall 
*n minutes to 8 o’elock it was fair- 
ly well filled. He was received with 
moderate enthusiasm and cheering. 
Before the speaking commenced the 
hall was well filled, and many stand- 
ing, although after Mr. Borden had 
finished his speech, the chairman in- 
vited those standing at the back to 
come forward, as there were “a few 

seats yet left in ‘iront.”’ 

Mr, Borden was suffering from cold 
and. spoke briefly, retiring from the 
hall at the completion of his speech 
to his private car. Mr, Bergeron clos- 
ed the meeting. His speech was a 
sonorous and comic caricature of the 
record of the Liberal party during the 
last thirty years. 

Mr. W. J. Loggie, president of the 
local Conservative association of We- 
taskiwin, oecupied the chair, and seat- 


ed with him were Mr. Borden, J. G. 
H, Bergeron, M.P., Dr, Reid, M.P., 
M. 8. McCarthy, M.P., E. W. Day, 


Daysland; Mayor Griesbach, ERdmon- 
ton; O. Bush, Strathcona. 
Mr. Borden Spoke First. 

Mr, Borden was the first speaker of 
the evening. The chief desideratum 
of government, he argued, was that 
striet regard for the three cardinal 
principles of democratic government, 
which he said were honest expendi- 
ture, decent appointments and pure 
elections. 

Mr. Borden then went into a defini- 
tion of his policy, which he described 
as “some principles I laid down at 
Halifax.” 

Following this, he repeated his ar- 
guments about the G. T, P. agreement 
and the restoration of the public lands 
Yorthe control of the provinee of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan. 

Every foot of soil, he said, that had 
been added to the Dominion of Can- 
ada was added by the Conservative 
leaders of bygone days, Any that 
was lost, was lost by the men who 
sat on the Treasury benches to-day. 
The Conservative party was the party 
of optimism, and never opposed the 
second transcontinental railway. He 
reviewed the issues of 1904, and de- 
fended his attitude on that oceasion. 

Coming to matters of general inter- 
est he again explained his position on 
the public ownership of railways, tele- 
phones and telegraphs, civil service 
a postal jmprovement. 

r. McCarthy Adds His Word. 


Mr. MeCarthy was introduced as 
one of the few Conservatives who sur- 
vived the fight at last election in this 
country, He had nothing to apologize 
for in the record of the Conservative 
party, The statesmen who made this 
country great were Conservatives. He 
cited the opposition of Liberal mem- 
bers who opposed immigration in the 
west, and stated that the Liberals op- 
posed the C. P, R. and every railway 
charter proposed by the former Con- 
servative administrations who had 
written the proud history of Canada 
on the pages of the world. He knew 
of no Liberals who were proud of any: 
one in the present cabinet, He went 
into the increase of expenditure, and 
said that the government could net 
spend such sums honestly. The west 
was not getting its share; nor the rid- 
ing of Strathcona, 

Aller referring to the plank relating 
to Mr, Borden’s utility commission, 
and his land poliey, Mr, MeCarthy 
criticised the present coal mining re- 
gulations, stating that it was absurd 
that applications should be made to 
Ottawa instead of to the local land 
office. The holding of these lands by 
the federal power gave uo inducement 
to the provincial government to en- 
courage enterprise, when they were 
practically foreed to pay a royalty on 
the coal production oi the province 

He said he never knew of a promise 
made by a Conservative leader which 
was not fulfilled to the letter, while 
on the other hand there was not a 
promise made by the Liberals but was 
broken, 
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Insulted Dr. McIntyre. 

The member for Calgary went out 
of his way to insult the sitting mem- 
ber for Strathcona. He said Dr, Me- 
Intyre’s political principles were so 
crooked that if the rain fell straight 
it could not touch them. He ridicul- 
ed Dr. MeIntyre's efforts to obtain a 
three cent rate on western railways. 
He said that when the rate was order- 
ed by the railway commission, the 
member for Strathcona ‘went and got 
his picture taken, and put it in the 
Toronto World as the great man who 
gave the west a three cent rate.” 
Liberals Cause High Lumber Prices. 

He charged that the present hign 
price of lumber was due to the Liberal 
policy with regard to the disposal of 
timber limits. The reason for so much 
vacant land in the west, he alleged, 
was due to the dishonesty of the gov- 
ernment in giving these lands to their 
political supperters, by fake home- 
steading, issuance of scrip, closed 
grazing leases and irrigation grants of 
land worth irom $12 to $15 an aere, 
and concluded this tirade by saying 
that if money is searce in this couwn- 
try today the Liberal administration 
was to blame, because they frighten- 
ed English capital away by “ deals” 
like the “Robins deal,” and that Lau- 
rier was surrounded by men whose 
only aim in attaining office was to rob 
the country. 

Mr. Bergeron’s Plunge. 

Mr. Bergeron plunged at once into 
a review of the history of the partics 
in Canada, ‘‘Everything we see to- 


servative party, and in spite of the 
Liberals,” The Liberals had opposed 
Confederation, the admission of Brit- 
ish Columbia, the purchase of Hud- 
son’s Bay Co.’s Territory, and the con- 
struction of the C. P. R. 

Dealing with the four years of Lib- 
eral rule from 1874, he said they were 
painted in black, and were the dark- 
est in our history.

KIPLING AT VANCOUVER. 


The Mighty March Through the Passes 
—Eloquent Address before Cana- 
dian Club. 


Vancouver, B.C., Oct, 8.—Rudyard 
Kipling, speaking before the Canadian 
club yesterday afternoon, referring to 
Vancouver, pictured an army pouring 
through a mountain pass, the van- 
guard moving on and becoming lost 
in the great landscape searching for 
food, transportation and shelter, and 
likened the immigration from the east 
to this simile. He continued: 

“Ti I had not as great faith I 
have in our breed and get in our race, 
I would tremble at your responsibili- 
ties, but I believe in you, who have 
come through the mountain passes 
already, as I believe in the great 
throng that is on its way through the 
mountain passes here, a_ fertilizing 
stream that no power can check, 
though they may strike for little 
time to delay it. 

“You have a rightful pride in your 
city, My pride is in your destiny. 
The head of this great army has 
searcely emerged through the passes. 
In a short time it must come through 
in a flood, It is you, gentlemen, who 
are responsible for the handling of 
that great army corps coming in with 
| their wives and children looking for 
homes, and perhaps it is worth while 
to remember that the state depends 
on the family and the family on the 
women, and the women on the 
home, 

“I beg you to believe that if Ihave 
not touched on certain problems, it is 
not because I under-rate the import- 
ance of the problems which confront 
you. I have lived too long among 
men overwhelmed by problems dark 
ev than those which’confrout you. 1 
have seen them borne down by 
problems, but [I have never known 
them to be overcome by them 

“Let us so order our affairs that 
our children and our children’s child 
ren miay say: ‘Our fathers secured us 
a goodly heritage,’ and bless our mem-

The stock holders were overjoyed to 
get a man of his ability to take charge 
of the road, and when he told them 


he would serve without pay their de- 
light was unbounded. 
For two years Harriman did serve 


as chairman of the board, without 
pay, but in the third year he became 
weary of such philanthropy and, it is 


charged, not only decided he was en- 
titled to a salary of $25,000 a year but 


made the salary retroactive in cov- 
ering two years during which he had 
diawn no pay. 

It is even charged, and Harriman 
never has denied the accusation,that 


when he decided in 1903 that he sh 
have a salary he called a meetin 
which there were present only Otta 8, 


Kahn, his banker, and himself, and 
voted himself not only that year’s sal- 
ary, but two years br P33 iking 
$75,000 in all.

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$250,000 FIRE 
IN WINNIPEG 


Winnipeg Paint and Glass Company’s 


Establishment and Royal Hotel 
Make Spectacular Blaze. 


Winnipeg, Oct, 9.—A fire, causing a 
total damage of over one hundred 
thousand broke out at five o’eloek this 
morning in the office and warehouse 
of the WThnipeg Paint and Glass Co. 
on Notre Dame avenue east, complete- 
ly gutting that stone fonr-storey build 
ing, and carrying with it the Royal 
Hotel, 

The loss ie partly covered by insur- 
ance of $60,000 on the Duliding, and 
$40,000 on the stock. There is $6,000 
insurance on the hotel. The building 
Was filled with paints and ofls, and 
the blaze was spectaevlar and of such 
intense force the best the brigade could 
do was to keep the flames from spread- 
ing to the thickly built upp whelesave 
district in the immediate neighbor- 
hood, In two hours and a half the 
conflagration had devoured everything 
it eould reach and died down from in- 
anition, : 


E. Cass, John MeDermid and the 
Kelly Co., local contractors, are the 
principal Winnipeg shareholders, and

New York, Oct, 9.—In full view of 
a throng in the street, one man was 
killed and another mortally injured 
last night by an electric light current 
in Brooklyn, The victims were Jacob 
8, Simbach, 21 years old, and Joseph 
Weick, 23 years old. The accident 
was the resolt of the entanglement of 
a banner announcing a pleasure club 
outing in a number of electric wires 
The banner was strung from the roof 
of a small hotel. Slinbach and Weick 
volunteered to free the banner. Un- 
known to anyone, the wires support- 
ing had become crossed with a “tive” 
wire, Slinbach grasped the banner 
wire. The instant he did so he fell 
back dead on the hotel roof. His com- 
panion, Weick,’ who had seized the 
wire at the same time, received a 
shock which sent him reeling off the 
roof head foremost three storeys t 
the street, and he was removed, dying, 
with a fractured skull and internal in- 
juries, to the Kastern Distriet Hos- 
pital,

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MUST MAINTAIN 


THE IMMIGRATION 


Dr. Bryce Speaks Before Health 


Association in Atlantic City— 
Steady Influx.Necessary. 


Atlantic City, N.J., October 8—Dr. 
Péter® Bryce, of the Canadian Immi- 
gration Department, was one of the 
prinejpal speakers at the convention 
of the Public Health Association here 
today. 

Dr. Bryce began with a reference to 
the immense volume of immigration 
to this continent during the past few 
decades. He noted that since 1861 
the total immigraiion to the United 
States had been 17,932,718, while since 
1897 Canada had received from all 
source s 1,102,589 immigrants, The 
social aspects of the problem of as- 
similating this vast homogeneous in- 
flux of new citizens, said Dr. Bryce, 
was one of the most complex and im- 
portant subjects connected with 
political science on this continent. 

Between July 1, 1906, and June 30, 
1907, the total immigratiin to Canada 
had been 
of the previous population, a rate per 
thousand of population notably great- 
er than ever entered the United States. 
Henee it was apparent Canada could 
tot escape any more than could the 
United States the effects of these enor- 
mous movements of population to 
American shores, These two coun- 
tries nad been the theatre where, as 
never before in the world’s history, 
had been witnessed the free interming- 
ling of millions of persons diverse in 
language, in social customs, in re- 
ligion, in educational advancement, in 
political konwledge and in financial 
Standing under democratic institu- 
tions and under conditions favoring 
admixture and absorption, due to com- 
pulsory edueation and transportation 
taciiities, to a degree never existing 
anywhere before in the world. 

Dr. Bryce, in closing, drew several 
broad ecinclusions. The first of these 
was that nearer to the already 
resident population of the country, 
whether in language, religion, customs 
or occupations any immigrant is, the 
more rapidly does he become # natur- 
alized subject The second point he 
noted was that immigrants naturally 
sought in new countries the same en- 
vironments and occupation to which 
they had been accustomed in their 
own country. Hence urban reside 
emigrated to great cities and rematn- 


the 


ed there, while agricultural people 
naturally trend towards the cheap 
farm erant land of the newer states 
and territories. He further found 


that the races nearest or most recently 


from the soil were, from the stand 
point of physical and moral  desir- 
ability, far better than those who 


came trom the conjected centres of 
population of the old world. During 
the past three years there has been de 
ported from Canada one in every 496 
English imigrants, One in @very 955 
Irish, one in every 1,666 Scotch, one 
in every 6,021 Russian Hebrews and 
one in every 16,541 Ttelians. It was 
amongst people who had become ur- 
bonized in industrial England that 
therere was found the greatest nufnber 
of imbeciles, paupers and moral dere- 
licts, although they spoke our own 
language and come from country 
whost moral, intellectual and social 
ideas were identical with our own 
“We must recognize,” he said, ‘that 
only through the steady influx of peo- 
ples who are agriculturists and 
laborers will the development of still 
waste areas go on and the growth of a 
vigorous population be maintained.”

Washington, Oct, 6.—The annual re- 
port of General Ainsworth, says the 
strength of the organized militia of the 
United States at the end of the last cal- 
endar vear made by the state adjutant 
general, is placed at 110,995, out of a 
total of 15,821,096 males available tor 
military duty but unorganized, ‘The re- 
port of the United States inspecttng ot- 
fivers placed the total organized militia 
at 105,215, 

‘khe actual defenses in arms organized 
and eq‘ipment are much less than tn 
previous years, ‘lhe reports of nearly 
all of the army officers who inspected the

Rat Creek Trunk Sewer. 


The report of the comm:ssioners in 
reference to the operation of the Rat 
Creek trunk sewer is as follow: 

The provisions of the Health Act 
recently passed by the Alberta Legis- 
lature demand that all sewage must 
be treated before being discharged 
into any stream or open waterway, 
and this matter has been under dis- 
cussion for some time in connection 
with the proposed Rat Creek outlet. 
The Provincial Health Board had a 
meeting last week with the commis- 
sioners and city engineer, and a de- 
finite arrangement was arrived at in 
this connection. The proposed ar- 
rangement is described in the city 
engineer’s letter hereto attached and 
consists of the utilization of the en- 
larged part of the trunk sewer, which 
for a distance of some 700 feet is of an 
oval shepe, with thre dimensions cf 
& x 10 feet at the extremity. It is 
proposed to partially dam up the end 
of this and form septic tanks and 
settling beds, in which the effluent 
will undergo septic action before be- 
ing discharged into a fiftering-contact- 
bed, which it is preposed to build 
outside the sewer outlet.

KING EDWARD DEAF. 


Artifiicial Hearing Instruments Sent 
to Buckingham Palace. 


New York, Oct. 8—Three sets of ar- 
tificial hearing instruments were ship- 
ped to Buckingham Palace, London, 
Saturday, says the Times, today, for 
the use of King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra. The latter has long sui- 
fered from deafness, but the fact that 
King Edward is hard of hearing it 
is stated, will be a great surprise to 
the public generally, The instruments 
have been made so as to enable the 
King und Queen to talk together with- 
out the use of a trumpet or horn. The 
transactor or sound concentrator, will 
be attached to the clothing of the 
royal couple. The sounds are focus- 
sed at the concentrator in the same 
manner that the rays of the sun are 
focussed by means of an_ ordinary 
reading glass. At this point of foet:, 
is placed a supersensitive microphone, 
which takes up the focussed, or mag- 
nified sounds and conveys them to the 
ear by means of a small silk covered 
tinsel cord, through which an electric 
current is conveyed by a small bat- 
tery to an ear yiece, which is held to 
the ear. The batteries are carried in 
the pocket, being about three inches 
high and an ineh and a hali in diame- 
ter. The ear piece is somewhat smal- 
ler than the ordinary telephone ear- 
piece but highly sensitized and can 
be hidden in the hand. The only 
visible part of the instrument is a por- 
tion of the silk cord which connects 
the concentrator with the ear-piece.

WHY MERCHANTS 
ARE UP AGAINST IT 


Small Dealers Have Overstalked and 
Banks Have Withdrawn 
Credit. 


Toronto, Oct. 9—The failures in Can- 
ada during the first nine months of 
the present year amount to 870,against 
867 for the same period in 1906, but 
the liabjlitie. total $8,000,128 for the 
first named period, against $6,826,389 
in 1906, 

In Toronto the feeling among com- 
mercial houses is distrustful of the 
future, hut none are prepared to make 
predictions. Large wholesale houses 
are exercising unusual discretion in 
viving credits and are scrutinizing ac- 
counts as they have not done for 
years, 

The incentive for this cautiousness 
is assigned to two causes—first, the 
decision of the banks to restrain cred. 
ita, and second, to the belief that this 
season’s crops in the Dominion will 
not warrant any draft on the future. 

The large commercial houses are 
averse to making statements, for ob- 
Vious reasons, but from an account- 
ant who is in close connection with 
many of them the information was se- 
cured that payments are not coming 
forwards in a satisfactory way. 

This authority said: “I know that 
extraordinary care is. being exercised 
by the large trading concerns, They 
are of the opinion that the small deal- 
ers have overstocked at high prices, 
and the consumer is not able or wil- 
ling 4o buy as fast as was anticipated, 
Besides this, there is the knowledge 
that the recent boom in business has 
brought many new small concerns in- 
to existence without any backing ex- 
cept that supplied by the wholesale 
houses, any small men who have 
been able to finance hitherto through 
the banks are now shut off because 
the financial institutions have with- 
drawn credits except where there ex. 
ists a plentiful supply of assets. When 
there is added to thig the belief that 
the farmer will have but little profit 
this year on account of the 
crops, I think the wholesalers have 
reasonable grounds to curtail their 
credits, As tar as I can learn, all the 
actions are purely tentative until the 
outlook is clearer, but in the mean- 
time this may cause embarrassment to 
many who are unprepared to meet the 
situation.” 

Around the Toronto assignees’offices 
the impression prevails that there wiil 
be no scarcity of business this fall and 
winter, but this sentiment is qualified 
by the way in which the banks decide 
to act in regard to outstanding accom- 
modations from now on,

People Living Too Fast. 


W. H. Cross, of Clarkson & Cross, 
when spoken to on the question, said: 

“Over supply and over development 
has caused the financial conditions to 
lose an equilibrium. 1 think-this*ts/ 
however, by the action of the banks 
being gradually restored, Canada-is 
not the only country in the same fix. 
In Europe and the United States simi- 
lar conditions prevail, a general de 
pression has been brought on by the 
people living too fast, but this situa- 
tion is thoroughly understood by our 
Canadian bankers, and as a_ result, 
this is putting a curb on credits, and 
they have the affairs of the country 
well in hand. 

“The municipalities also have been 
large spenders in improvements, and 
this has used up a large portion of the 
banks’ funds, as thé municipalities 
have been unable to satisfactorily float 
their bonds. John D. Rockefeller’s ad- 
vice to the people some four months 
ago was good, He said: “The people 
are living too fast and must economize 
before things aré right again.’”’ 

Concluding Mr. Cross said: “It 
satisfactory to note that there is more 
business transacted on a cash basis 
in Canada to-day than ever before,” 


6 Blames Tight Morey, 


N, L. Martin of N. L. Martin & Co., 
being interviewed regarding the num- 
ber of Ontario failures, said; “The 
tightness of the money market is the 
contributing cause. The country’s 
harvest has been bad, and with com- 
mercial paper matoring which the 
banks are determined not to renew 
there is only one sequence—failure. 
There are lots of business accounts 
that enjoy the overdraft credit, but 
the banks have cut tMiese almost en- 
tirely out. This helps, too, to aggra- 
vate the situation, but to me the out- 
look appears to be clearing and there 
is no reason for so much pessimistic 
talk, As to Manitoba, I am not so 
sanguine, The manager of one 6 
Toronto's largest wholesale houses— 
the house that does probably the larg- 
est business of any house in the west 
—told me the other day that on Sept 
3 lust about 90 per cent. of the papex 
under discount had to be renewed. A 
great deal depends on the safe garner- 
ing of the western crop, The manag 
er of our Winnipeg office assures me 


that after extensive travel in the 
wheat districts he recRons the grain 
crop will be 33 per cent. less than 


last yea,” 

Another well-known assignee: ‘The 
reason why there have been so niany 
more failures in Ontario is because 
the banks have been making more re- 
newals in Manitoba at the expense ol 
this provinee, Bankers esympathize 
with the Northwest merchants and 
have in consequence dealt more freely 
with them than those if Ontario, I do 
not expect to see the wholesale houses 
here ship so indiscriminately to the 
western houses again ior a long time 
Credits for the tuture will be much 
eurtailed,”’
